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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
amendments made to the claims filed 1 1/26/07 overcome the prior art, and upon further 
search and consideration no other prior art anticipates or suggests fairly the 
combination of structural elements as instantly claimed. 

More specifically, it is found that the closest prior art of record fails to teach or 
make obvious thereof a door on a laundry dryer/drum type washing machine including 
"an outer door frame having a first central opening and a first flange... such that a rear 
surface of the first flange forms a slope angle a", "an inner door frame having a second 
central opening and a second flange... wherein a rear surface of the second flange 
forms the slope angle a", and "wherein the inner window is inclined at slope angle a..", 
inter alia. The angle a is defined in Applicant's specification on page 9, paragraph 
[0053]. The prior art fails to teach or make obvious an outer door, inner door, and 
window that have a slope angle a, as defined by the specification, when a side view is 
taken, as well as in combination with the other claim limitations found in the 
independent claims.
